People who have never been in lor 


arc apt to doubt the existence of tha 
passion. "He jests at scars that neve; 
feltawonnd." And »o, people who have 
never had the grip are inclined to tlunJ 
It is merely a new name for a common 
cold.

Afterwards, the 
Italian phj aicians njimed it "influenza," 
and in later years the French doctors 
gave it the name of "la grippe," which 
's now anglicized into the "grip"— 


n'gli it seems best to retain the 
. cli spelling of the word when 


Liuamng this disease, so as to distin- 
guish it from other grips. It is known 
all o\er the world, and there is a dispo- 
sition in every nation to shift the odi 
um of it upon some other couutry 
Then. the Russians call it the Chines* 
catarrh, the Germans often rail it the 
Russian pest, the Italians name it the 
German disease, and the French call it 
sometimes the Italian fever and some- 
times the Spanish catarrh. 


The occurrence of grip, as well as oi 


most other epidemics, is apparentlj 
connected with some particular eondi 
tion of the atmosphere, but what that 
condition Is, or what may be that kind 
of contamination, no one knows. The 
poisonous influence, whatever its na- 
ture may be, wings its way with great 
er celerity than the speed of human 
intercourse, nhiic its progress seema 
influenced by the season of the years, 
whether hot, cold, damp, or temperate; 
it is said to travel from east to west, 
and it seldom stays in one district more !

The latest revolt of the Yemen Arabs 


will not surprise those who remember 
that such rebellious are chronic in 
Arabia, and that outbreaks are ever re- 
curring of the hatred on the port of 
the pure-blooded Arabs against their 
conquerors, the Turks, who came from 
Mongolian deserts, and whose faith in 
the Koran had never been trusted fay 
the direct descendants of the adher- 
ents of the Mecca Mahomet Every- 
thing indicates that the present rebel- 
lion, which, according to the latest dis- 
patches, has already caused the killing 
and wounding of about 6,000 Arabs and 
Turkish soldiers, will be promptly sup- 
pressed by the sultan's troops, as were 
the former revolts. 


But it ii still more certain that this 


rebellion will not be the last one, BO 
lenj* as the Ottoman system of govern- 
ing the provinces of Yemen and Bed- 
jar is not improved. Efforts are being 
made constantly in that direction by 
Sultan Abdul Hamid; but his orders 
are not executed, thanks to the preva- 
lence of corruption and the baksheesh 
system among Turkish officials of the 
Ugbcst and of the lowest grades. For ' 
nstance, rumors of a threatening re- 
volt In Yemen having reached Constan- 
tinople, orders were sent to dismiss and 
lunisD many functionaries who prae- 
jced too well in that province the iron- 
cal advice: "Virtue after money." 


A convoy of these officials arrived 


recently from Sanoa to Hodeida, where 
they embarked for Constantinople, to- 
gether with about 80 political prison- 
ers, who were to spend the remainder 
o£ their lives at Ti'poll, in Syria. But I 
n few weeks later most of these people j 
were free. They knew how to pu 
chase their liberty, just as had bee 
done by one of the richest Arabs i 
Yemen, El Hadji Ahmed Obejd 
Harasi. He had expressed too loud! 
his anti-Turkish sentiment? and ha 
been sent in exile to Mecca, whence h 
returned three months later to Sanoa 
after having bought his freedom fo 
$20,000. 


The actual revolt began, in the dis 


triet of Assir, at a place earned th 
"Terrible Gate," because of it« almos 
Impregnable position in the Yeme 
mountains. The rebels are under th 
command of Iman Seid Mohammed Be 
Hamid, and they have armed a fen 
"sainbones," or sloops, at Meid, on th 
Red sea, to give chase to small Turk 
ieh merchant vessels and maintain 
communication with the places whenc 
they draw their supply of guns 'ant 
ammunition. That will serve only to 
prolong their resistance, for the Otto- 
man sovereignty cannot be in danger 
unless the Arab "khabibs," or tribes, 
should unite against it in a simulta- 
neous effort. But such a union is hard 
ly possible, BO loug as there exists be- 
tween those tribes a personal hatred 
deeper than that which they fee 
toward the Turkish conqueror. 


The success of Marshal Abdullah 


Pasha, who has stormed the fortifled 
ic&sessions of Chalil and Sassih, seems 
already to indicate a definite success 
even before the last victories, which are 
reported by the dispatches as having 
been won by the Turks. So long as 
there is only one tribe of the Yemen 
Arabs In revolt there is no chance for 
n serious offensive war against the 
Ottomans. That tribe occupies strong 
positions at first. When the soldiers 
ire dislodged from these they form 
Jicir ranks again, and are beaten a 
econd or third time, for they cannot 
possibly resist the steady attack of the 
egular Ottoman troops. At least it is 
n this manner that the many revolts 
which have broken out in the Yemen 
ave gone forward and have been sub- 
tied up to the present time.—N. Y. 
Mbune.

NIAGARA'S NEW BRIDGE. 


A. Btrnetare to Be Erected at HUtorfo 


«nt»iuton llclcbl*—The Old 


Bridge. 


From the materials which comprised 


the old suspension bridge at Niagara 
Falls, which has recently given way to 
it larger and more pretentious span 
structure, another bridge will be reared 
over the same stream some distance 
below. 


The towers and approaches of the 


new bridge have been completed and 
all is ready for the stringing of the 
cables and the erection of the iron. 
The site will be on the spot near the vil- 
lage of Lewiston, N. Y., and the quaint 
old town of Queenston, Ont., where in 
1S50-'51 a suspension bridge was built 
to connect!the Lewiston mountain with 
the historic QueenstoE Heightt, into 
the soil of which the blood of the 
brave Canadian, Gen. Brock, soaked 
when he fell mortally wounded. The 
old bridge was many years ahead of the 
profitable demands of the times, and 
when it was destroyed it was never 
afterward rebuilt. 


In the matter of location the new 


bridge- will adhere closely to the old 
bridge. From tower to tower the span, 
will be a little over 1,000 feet, while the 
span of the suspended portion of the 
bridge will be about 200 feet. The out- 
side width of the bridge will be 28 feet, 
and the roadway will have a width of

| The wrecking of the old bridge forms 


l one of the important events in the his- 
tory of th? Niagara region. Early in 
the year 1304 a mighty mass of ice came 


a small foundation of reality. 


The first recorded wild white man 


was William Buckley. On December 
24, 1802, in company with six other Sol- 
diers, he was involved in an attempt 
on the life of the duke of Kent 


He was sentenced to transportation 


for life, and taken out in a convict 
ship to the antipodes. During a brief 
stay at the head of what is now the 
harbor of Melbourne he contrived to 


colored, i escape in company n ith two other con- 


victs. The latter perished, and, in thi 
last stages of hunger and privation, 
Buckley lay down upon what proved to 
be the grave of a recently buried chiet 


Luckily for him the widow came 


along, and superstitiously concluded 
that her dear departed had returned to 
life in the shape of a white man, 


She promptly annexed him as her 


own, led him to the camp of the blacks, 
explained the circumstances 
under 


which she had found him, and secured 
his admission as a chief of the tribe, a 
position foi- which he was physically 
well qualified, as he was a man of great 
stature 
(six 
feet 
seven 
inches), 


strength and endurance. 


In the next 32 years Buckley led the 


life of a savag-e, hunting, fishing and 
fighting with the tribe that adopted 
him. 


It was on July 12, 1835, that he saw 
i white face for the first time after 
the lapse of more than 30 j ears'. On 
that day the pioneers of the city of 
Melbourne lauded from their little 
schooner, and Buckley advanced to 
meet them. 


He tried to summon up some Kng 


lish words from the depth of his mem- 
orj', and at last succeeded in articu- 
lating the word "bread." 


He made himself verj useful as an in- 


terpreter between the new white set- 
tlers and the blacks, and, when his 
Blory reached London, the imperial au- 
thorities magnanimously 
drew the 


sponge over his offenses and sent him 
a free pardon. 


He enjoyed a small pension in his 


later years, and lived until February 2, 
1S56, 
when he was thrown out of a 


cart and killed, in his seventy-sixth 
jear. 


The site of the present town of Gee- 


long, about 40 miles from Melbourne 
was the headquarters of the tribe to 
which Buckley was attached duringlus 
three decades of «avage life. 


The storj of a little cabin boj, named 


Karcisse Pierre Pellatier, oughttohavo 
attracted the attention of the boy'f, 
novelist long before now. lie engaged 
as cabin boy on the St. Paul, bound 
from China to Australia with 350 Chi- 
ctse emigrants. She also struck on a 
reef off the northeastern coast of 
Queensland. 


Officers and crew got away in the 


boats, not troubling themselves about 
the Chinese passengers, and, In their 
hurry, foigetling the little cabin hoy. 
who was Mibsequentlj found by the 
blacks in a djing- condition in acraii- 
ny amoii" the rocks. They nursed bin, 
buck to life, fed him, treated him well 
and, in fact, made him the pet of the 
tribe. 


ifearlj- all the Chinese passengers 


were captured by the blacks and eaten 
up. two at a time.
